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Some interesting things to notice: 

• In verse 7 it is mentioned that Elizabeth is barren. She has lots of 
company in the Bible: Sarah (Abraham's wife), Rebekah (Jacob's 
wife), Rachel (Isaac's wife) and Hannah (Samuel's mum) were all 
barren at one point. If a woman in the Bible can't have kids, it 
means God has a reason for it. Usually it's so God can point out 
the fact that he is going to keep his promises. 

• In verse 9 Zee goes into the temple to burn incense. This is 
especially important because this job only happened once in a 
priest's life. 



I n verse 15—17 the baby is described. Who/ what from the Old 
Testament does this remind you of? 



READ MALACHI 4:1-6. These are the last words of the Old 
Testament. The LORD is coming to judge. What role does vl7 
give Zee and Liz's baby?
